Indians shoot 
at U.S. lawmen 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) — 


Federal lawmen in Armored vehicles 
patrolled the penmetet -?f Wounded 
Knee today as hopes for a quick peace 
with Sioux Indians who took over the 
village five days ago dwindled in an 
"outbreak of sporadic gunfire. 


Ralph Erickson, a special assistant 


U.S. attorney general, said late Friday, 
"FBI agents and marshals are being 
exposed to gunfire ... Fire seems to be 
continuing and it causes us concern." 


Erickson specified three instances of 


lawmen being fired on. He said federal 
agents did not return the gunfire. No 
injuries were reported by either side. 


Erickson also said that talks on 


Friday with leaders of the American 
Indian Movement, which led the 
takeover, were unproductive. 
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Fog should lift and the sun shine 
bv Sunday. 
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The 200 Indians in the village, most of 


them Oglala Sioux, entered Wounded 
Knee late Tuesday, raided a trading post 
and held 11 persons hostage until mid- 
day Thursday. 


Erickson said he is not satisfied that 


the hostages now are free, as AIM 
leaders declare. 


He also said it was difficult to learn 


during the talks what the Indians want 
in exchange for laying down their 
weapons and surrendering. He made 
clear the Justice Department position 
that there is no question of amnesty, 
that charges will be filed against the 
Indians if violations are found. He said 
kidnaping is one of the charges being 
considered. 


Inside the Wounded Knee compound, 


AIM leaders told newsmen they would 
surrender the historic, one-street village 
if federal officials placed charges only 
against leaders of the takeover. 


They repeated their demand that the 


Senate investigate their charges of 
corruption in the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, in the Oglala Tribe and on the 
Pine Ridge Reservation, where 11,000 of 
the 13,000-member tribe reside. 


Friday's somber mood followed only 


12 hours after South Dakota's two 
senators, George S. McGovern and 
James Abourezk, assured the Indians 
every effort would be made to give them 
a fair hearing. 


Erickson said that during his meeting 


with AIM leaders, Agnes Gildersleeve, 
68, an owner of the trading post, and two 
members of her family accompanied the 
Indians and told Erickson that they no 
longer were being held hostage. 


Erickson told newsmen, however, 


that if residents are not being held 
against their own will, "Why don't they 
come cut? 
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High-rise apartment crumbles 


BAILEY'S CROSSROADS, Va. (AP) 


—"I saw the struts holding the two top 
floors begin to shake. Then the top floor 
fell into the next one and the building 
began to split right down the middle." 


For 30 seconds or so, continued 


workman Robert Taylor, the down ward 
movement accelerated as 24 floors of a 
concrete high-rise apartment under 
construction caved in one-by-one Fri- 
day afternoon. 


By today the known death toll was 


five. Another 10 were missing and 
feared dead. There were 34 injured. 
Taylor was not hurt. 


What caused the collapse remains in 


doubt. State and federal investigations 
are underway. 


Rescue operations proceeded caut- 


iously as large chunks of concrete 
dangled precariously from both sides of 
the planned 26-story building, among 
the highest in the Washington, D.C., 
metropolitan area. 


An 80-foot wide section of the build- 


ing collapsed, leaving other unfinished 
sections on each side. 


"We had about two seconds warning 


... a rumbling sound like Niagara Falls," 
said workman Larry Rivers. "I ran for 
my life. I looked back and saw fo ur of my 
buddies being crushed by concrete." 


Rivers was working in the basement 


area. Most of the rubble fell ther,- and 
atop a two-story concrete parking 
structure under construction. Officials 


estimated 55 men were working in those 
areas. Most of the dead and missing 
were among them. 


Alfred Cole was working on a top 


floor when the concrete floor around 
him began cracking. "It sounded like a 
heavy rainstorm," he said.

KHARTOUM, Sudan, (AP) — The 


Palestinian guerrillas who executed two 
American diplomats and shot a Belgian 
envoy demanded safe passage out of 
Sudan today with the two Arab 
diplomats they still hold captive, and the 
Sudanese government immediately 
rejected the demand. 


Egypt's Middle East News Agency 


said the Black September commands 
asked the Sudanese government to 
supply a plane and send along a senior" 
official as a "guarantee for our safety." 
There wers no immediate indication 
where they wanted to go. 


The Sudanese government imme'di- 


ately rejected their demands and or- 
dered the guerrillas instead to hand over 
the captive Arab diplomats and the 
bodies of the envoys slain Friday night. 


They were Cleo A, Noel Jr., the new 


U.S. ambassador to Sudan, and the 
outgoing U.S. charge d'affaires, G. 
Curtis Moore. The Sudanese govern- 
ment said the guerrillas claimed they 
also killed the Belgian charge d'affaires. 
Guy Eid. 


The bodies and the two Arab hostages 


were still in the Saudi Arabian Embassy, 
where the seven Palestinian terrorists 
have been heW'«g out since bursting 
into a farewell reception Thursday 
night for Moore. 


Sudanese authorities began evacuat- 


ing a four-block area around the Saudi 
Embassy. Soldiers said they were 
preparing for "a military operation" to 
recover the bodies and free the captive 
diplomats. 


But U.S. Embassy informants said the 
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grief that I have learned of the acts of 
terrorism which took the lives of Am- 
bassador Cleo A. Noel and deputy chief 
of mission George Curtis Moore," 
Nixon said Friday night. 


'The United States is emphasizing its 


strong feeling that the perpetrators of 
this crime must be brought to justice." 


Moore and Noel were executed by 


members of the Black September 
terrorist group about 26 hours after the 
terrorists broke into the Saudi Arabian 
Embassy. 


"This tragic event underscores once 


again the need for all nations to take a 
firm stand against the menace of inter- 
national terrorism," Nixon said in a 
statement released from the White 
House. 


The recently named U.S. ambassador 


to the United Nations, John Scali, said 
the executions represented a new 
"demand on the U.N. community for 
meaningful and effective action to halt 
international terrorist acts." 


The assembly in December blocked 


U.S. "and Western - Proposals - for 
preparation of a treaty providing for the 
punishment or extradition of internat- 
ional terrorists. It voted instead for 
study proposals sponsored by Arab, 
African and Asian countries. 


The terrorists originally had 


demanded the release of Sirhan B. 
Sirhan, who was convicted of assas- 
sinating Robert F. Kennedy, and the 
release of various members of the or- 
ganization held in Jordan, Israel and 
Germany. 


After the killings, Secretary of State 


William P. Rogers released a statement, 
saying "no words can express our shock 
and grief at the senseless and barbarous 
murder." 


The executions were the latest of 


some 50 terrorist incidents aimed at 
American officials abroad in recent 
years. 


Noel, 54, was a veteran U.S. foreign 


service officer who only recently had 
arrived in Khartoum. The Sudan and 
the United States had restored relations 
last summer, and Moore had been the 
American representative in Khartoum 
until Noel's arrival. 


A native of Oklahoma, he joined the 


foreign service in 1949 and was a 
specialist in Middle East affairs. 


He married the former Lucille 


McHenry. 


Moore, 47, had been scheduled to 


leave Khartoum next Monday to be 
reassigned with the foreign service. 


He began his career with the State 


Department in 1950 as a resident officer 
in Frankfurt, Germany. 


He married the former Sarah Stewart. 
The Noels have two children: John 


Francis, 20, who is studying at American 
University in Washington and staying 
witn a lofeign service family here: and 
Janet, 18,astudentatOberlin College in 
Ohio. 


Noel's widow accompanied him to 


Khartoum but didn't attend the recep- 
tion.

Boston schools lose aid 


BOSTON (AP) —Boston hassome schools that are almost 


all black and others that are almost all white — a situation 
federal officials say was intentional. 


So Boston became on Fnday the first city outside the 


South to be cut off from federal education funds, a loss for 
the school system of more than $7 million this year. 


A issue is what amounts to two parallel school systems, 


one in black areas, the other in white. Transferring between 
the two is difficult, complicated by limited openings and 
incompatible grade structures, authorities say. 


The city says all of this came about by accident The UJS. 


Department of Health, Education and Welfare says it was 
premeditated. 


The two systems emerged in 1967, when the Boston 


School Committee announced that it was phasing out its 
traditional junior high schools and establishing middle 
schools. 


At that time, all of the city had junior highs with grades 7-9 


and high schools with grades 10-12. The new middle schools 
had grades 6-S and the high schools 9-12. 


The school committee said the new organization would 


make it easier to achieve racial balance and better accom 
modate youngsters reaching maturity earlier. It said it 
would set up middle schools all over the city and do away 
with junior highs. 


But the middle schools got only as far as the black 


ghettoes, and then the changeover stopped. 


At the same time, the school committee set up complex 


patterns under which elementary schools in white neigh- 
borhoods fed into junior highs, and elementary schools m 
black areas fed into middle schools. 


The middle schools, in turn, fed into four-year high 


schools and the junior highs into three-year high schools. 


Pupils were allowed to transfer to high schools outside 


their areas, but they were restricted by space. Preference for 
admission was given to pupils who lived near the high 
schools. 


Tranfernng was also made difficult because the grade 


groupings were different. 


Martin H. Gerry, an assistant director for special 


programs in HEW, testified before an HEW administrative 
judge that the school committee was willing to make 
exceptions to its feeder school plan when it allowed white 
students to escape black schools and go to predominantly 
white schools. 


But whenever there was a chance that a school would 


send white students into the black system or send black 
students into the white system, the school committee 
created special feederpauernstoinhibitintegration,hesaid. 


The judge, Lawrence M. Ring, ordered that all federal 


funds be cut off on the grounds Boston operates a dual 
school system in violation of the 1964 Civil Rights Act.

Heart limits amount 
of activity for aged 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a woman in 


my early 70s and have developed heart 
failure. I feel fair and think my doctor 
has done a really good thing with me. 


I want to know if there is some kind 


of exercise and a diet that would build 
my heart and body.—Mrs. F.P. 


"Heart failure" like a good many 


other conditions has to be viewed in the 
sense of how severe it is. A person can 
be "lame," and it can mean that he 
limps or it can mean that he can't walk 
at all. 


So it is with heart failure. There is 


some damage to your heart; there has 
to be some limitation on the amount of 
physical exertion you can tolerate. You 
have, in other words, a decrease in the 
reserve power in your heart which you 
formerly could call on when you need- 
ed it_ 


Just how much exercise you. can and 


^should have is something that I can't 
specify as well as your doctor can 
because I haven't examined you, 
haven't run tests on you and haven't 
had a chance to see how soon you start 
to huff and puff when you do exercise. 


As a general rule, when you feel short 


of breath from exertion, or if you feel 
your heart start to labor, it's a sign that 
you've had enough exertion and it is 
time to rest. Certainly never let yourself 
get- to the point of feeling faint or 
starting to black out. Then you've gone 
too far! 


My answer has to be: Exercise—but 


stay inside those limits. 


Don't look for some particular type 


of exercise that is going to help your 
heart. So far as your heart is concerned, 
exercise is exercise. Your heart 
provides circulation for all of your 
body, and it can't tell the difference if 
the exercise involves your legs or some 
other part of your body. It's the amount 
that matters. 


Just walking is the best and safest 


exercise we can offer a patient. 
Whether you should be allowed to go 
up and down stairs depends on whether 
a flight of stairs leaves you out of 
breath. As to calisthenics or any more 


violent exercise, I would be inclined to 
say no, but in the final analysis it 
depends on the same rule. Does it 
quickly leave you huffing and puffing? 


About diet, view it much the same 


way. There's no special . diet that is 
"good for your heart." A balanced diet 
that gives your body the nutrition it 
needs, without any excess calories, is 
the only answer. There are no par- 
ticular foods that are "good for your 
heart," anymore than there are foods 
that are "good for your feet." 


If you are overweight, by all means 


eat so as to lose the excess pounds. That 
will help your heart by giving it less 
work to do. 


If you are lean, stay that way. 
In some cases of heart failure, salt is 


restricted, but the need for that restric- 
tion depends on whether your body is 
accumulating excess fluid. Edema, that 
is. 


If your doctor has told you not to use 


table salt, obey him. If he hasn't, then 
just use a small amount.

According to this ruling a woman can 
do as she wishes with her body. She has 
the legal right to abort her baby for her 
own mental and physical health 
because it is a part of her body that 
she's dealing with. 


But is this fetus really part of her 


body or is it a separate being? 
Biologically, this child has an entirely 
different genetic make-up than that of 
it's mother. It is a separate growing 
organism and because of this, the 
child's right to live is greater than any 
right the mother has to abort it. 


To many people, the fetus is just a 


"glob of protoplasm," until the mother 
can .actually feel it move. The 
movement can usually be felt around 
the 20th week, when in actuality the 
skeletal movements of the unborn child 
begin during the sixth week. More im- 
portant than this, though, is the fact 
that the unborn baby's heart begins to 
beat between the 18th and 25th day, 
and electrical brain waves have been 
recorded as early as 43 days. All of the 
body systems are present by the eighth 
week and functioning by the 11th week. 


Dr. and Mrs. J.C. Wilke have written 


a book entitled " Handbook on Abor- 
tion," that answers many frequently 
asked questions about abortions. 


Though definitely slanted toward the 


anti-abortion side, it really makes the 
reader stop and think about the abor- 
tion issue. Abortions by the dilatation 
and curettage, suction, hysterotomy 
and saline poisoning methods are pic- 
tured and the impact they project upon 
the reader causes him to question what 
type of person could actually take the 
life of one of these "globs of pro- 
toplasm." 


For those unfamiliar with the 


aforementioned procedures the dilata- 
tion and curettage method entails cut- 
ting the placenta and the baby into 
pieces and scraping them into a basin. 
The bleeding is usually profuse. A 
hollow plastic tube, attached to a 
powerful sucking device, is inserted 
into the uterus in the suction method. 
This tears the baby and placenta into 
pieces that are sucked into a bottle. A 
hysterotomy is like a Caesarian section. 
The baby and placenta are lifted out 


causing the baby to convulse and die. 
About a day later the mother goes into 
labor and is delivered of a dead baby, 
said the book. These methods have 
been compared by local clergymen to 
the tortures practiced upon prisoners in 
wartime concentration camps. These 
people's lives were seized, said cler- 
gymen, because they were "undesira- 
ble." Isn't this the same reason that 
women have abortions, because the 
baby is undesirable?

Now that American involvement in 


the war in Vietnam is virtually over the 
question of amnesty for draft evaders 
arises. 


Currently, there are as many as 


70,000 draft resisters and deserters liv- 


Ro 
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ing in exile, while another 10,000 are in 
jails or on probation in the United 
States. Anti-war groups claim that 
another 80,000 resisters disappear an- 
nually in the U.S. underground. Ac- 
cording to Dee Knight, co-editor of an 
exiles' magazine, AMEX, the peak for 
draft resisters was during 1968-69, and 
the peak for deserters was 1970-71. 
These people are in a number of places, 
including Europe, Canada, and the 
United States underground. 


Many people are dead set against 


amnesty, for a number of reasons. 
Some feel that the draft evaders are 
plain cowards and traitors, while 
others, whose relatives and friends 
were killed, feel that the ones who ran 
should not get away scot-free. 


The general attitude of most exiles 


appears to be that they want to come 
home and once again lead a normal life. 
They don't think they should have to do 
alternate service, either. They made a 
moral decision, they say, and shouldn't 
be punished for it, as alternate service is 


a form of punishment, according to 
resisters. They feel they have suffered 
enough just being in exile as long as 
they have been. 


And, indeed, it would be a break %vith 


precedent. Especially when you con- 
sider that the country was at stake in 
other wars but not during fighting in 
Vietnam. 


But it does seem that if some sort of 


amnesty is not granted, this country 
will be torn apart even more, and that is 
certainly not what we need, especially 
considering what our President refers 
to as "a generation of peace." 


So, all these, plus other factors must 


be considered before any amnesty is 
granted at all. Not many people would 
be inclined to grant amnesty while the 
North Vietnamese still have some of 
our men in their prison camps, either. 


Ultimately, there are many routes to 


take when it comes to the question of 
amnesty: blanket arcnesty, i.e., uncon- 
ditional amnesty; amnesty with a 


provision for alternate service; no am- 
nesty, and other possible solutions

Indians shoot 
at U.S. lawmen 


WOUNDED KNEE, S D (AP) — 


Federal lawmen in armored vehicles 
patrolled the perimeter of Wounded 
Knee today as hopes for a quick peace 
with Sioux Indians who took over the 
village five days ago dwindled in an 
outbreak of sporadic gunfire 


Ralph Enckson, a special assistant 


U S. attorney general, said late Friday, 
"FBI agents and marshals are being 
exposed to gunfire ... Fire seems to be 
continuing and it causes us concern." 


Enckson specified three instances of 


lawmen being fired on. He said federal 
agents did not return the gunfire No 
injuries were reported by either side. 


Enckson also said that talks on 


Friday with leaders of the American 
Indian Movement, which led the 
takeover, were unproductive. 
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The 200 Indians in the \ illage, most of 


them Oglala Sioux, entered Wounded 
Knee late Tuesday, raided a trading post 
and held 11 persons hostage until mid- 
day Thursday. 


Enckson said he is not satisfied that 


the hostages now are free, as AIM 
leaders declare. 


He also said it was difficult to learn 


during the talks what the Indians want 
in exchange tor laying down their 
weapons and surrendering. He made 
clear the Justice Department position 
that there is no question of amnesty, 
that charges will be filed against the 
Indians if violations are found. He said 
kidnaping is one of the charges being 
considered. 


Inside the Wounded Knee compound, 


AIM leaders told newsmen they would 
surrender the historic, one-street village 
if federal officials placed charges only 
against leaders of the takeover. 


They repeated their demand that the 


Senate investigate their charges of 
corruption in the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, in the Oglala Tribe and on the 
Pine Ridge Reservation, where 11.000 of 
the 13,000-member tnbe reside. 


Friday's somber mood followed only 


12 hours after South Dakota's two 
senators, George S. McGovern and 
James Abourezk, assured the Indians 
every effort would be made to give them 
a fair hearing. 


Enckson said that during his meeting 


with AIM leaders, Agnes Gildersleeve, 
68, an owner of the trading post, and two 
members of her family accompanied the 
Indians and told Enckson that they no 
longer were being held hostage. 


Enckson told newsmen, however, 


that if residents are not being held 
against their own will, "Why don't they 
come out?

dered the guerrillas instead to hand over 
the captive Arab diplomats and the 
bodies of the envoys slain Friday night. 


They were Cleo A. Noel Jr., the new 


U.S. ambassador to Sudan, and the 
outgoing U.S. charge d'affaires, G. 
Curtis Moore. The Sudanese govern- 
ment said the guerrillas claimed they 
also killed the Belgian charge d'affaires, 
Guy Eid. 


The bodies and the two Arab hostages 


were still in the Saudi Arabian Embassy, 
where the seven Palestinian terrorists 
have been holding out since bursting 
into a farewell reception Thursday 
night for Moore. 


Sudanese authorities began evacuat- 


ing a four-block area around the Saudi 
Embassy. Soldiers said they were 
preparing for "a military operation" to 
recover the bodies and free the captive 
diplomats.

After the killings, Secretary of State 


William P. Rogers released a statement, 
saying "no words can express our shock 
and grief at the senseless and barbarous 
murder."

some 50 terrorist incidents aimed at 
American officials abroad in recent 
years. 


Noel, 54, was a veteran U.S. foreign 


service officer who only recently had 
arrived in Khartoum ,The Sudan and 
the United States had restored relations 
last summer, and Moore had been the 
American representative in Khartoum 
until Noel's arrival. 


A native of Oklahoma, he joined the 


foreign service in 1949 and was a 
specialist in Middle East affairs. 


He married the former Lucille

Moore, 47, had been scheduled to 


leave Khartoum next Monday to be 
reassigned with the foreign service. 


He began his career with the State 


Department in 1950 as a resident officer 
in Frankfurt, Germany. 


He manned the former Sarah Stewart.

Boston schools lose aid 


BOSTON (AP) —Boston has some schools that are almost 


all black and others that are almost all white — a situation 
federal officials say was intentional 


So Boston became on Friday the first city outside the 


South to be cut off from federal education funds, a loss for 
the school system of more than $7 million this year. 


A issue is what amounts to two parallel school systems, 


one in black areas, the other in white. Transferring between 
the two is difficult, complicated by limited openings and 
incompatible grade structures, authorities say. 


The city says all of this came about by accident The U.S. 


Department of Health, Education antf Welfare says it was 
premeditated. 


The two systems emerged in 1967, when the Boston 


School Committee announced that it was phasing out its 
traditional junior high schools and establishing middle 
schools. 


At that time, all of the city had junior highs with grades 7-8 


and high schools with grades 10-12. The new middle schools 
had grades 6-8 and the high schools 9-12 


The school committee said the new organization would 


make it easier to achieve racial balance and better accom 
modate youngsters reaching maturity earlier. It said it 
would set up middle schools all over the city and do away 
with junior highs. 


But the middle schools got only as far as the black 


ghettoes, and then the changeover stopoed. 


At the same lime, the school committee set up complex 


patterns under which elementary schools in white neigh- 
borhoods fed into junior highs, and elementary schools in 
black areas fed into middle schools 


The middle schools, in turn, fed into four-vear high 


schools and the junior highs into three-year high schools 


Pupils were allowed to transfer to high schools outside 


their areas, but they were restricted by space. Preference for 
admission was given to pupils who lived near the high 
schools. 


Tranfernng was also made difficult because the grade 


groupings were different, 


Martin H. Gerry, an assistant director for special 


programs in HEW, testified before an HEW administrative 
judge that the school committee was willing to make 
exceptions to its feeder school plan when it allowed white 
students to escape black schools and go to predominantly

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Mental hospital patients reviewed in Waupaca

WAUPACA —A great, deal has hap- 


pened since last November when Judge 
A. Don Zwickey, county court branch 
1, told the county board that the Les- 
sard Decision, requiring review of per- 
sons committed involuntarily to a 
mental hospital would directly affect 
this county. 


He said then that each patient in the 


county hospital would have the right to 
trial by jury if requested, the right to 
legal counsel and that each case would 
be decided upon its own merit as to 
whether the patient would stay in the 
hospital or be released 


Some supervisors envisioned the 


"turning of helpless and 
some 


dangerous patients loose in the street." 


During the last three months, 


however, each of the 144 patients at 
Waupaca County Hospital have "had 
their day in court". 


"Every one of the patients now at 


county hospital are here because he or 
she needs to be here," said David Nolan, 
superintendent. Five of the patients 
who were on conditional release have 
been discharged, 13 went to court and 
signed voluntary commitments and 126 
were given administrative review and 
remain on a "voluntary commitments". 


When Judge Zwickey determined, 


through the Attorney General's office, 
the official status for p-osecution of 
these mental cases, he turned the mat- 
ter over to Dist. Atty. Gerald K. Ander- 
son. Formerly the district attorney's 
role had been that of watchdog for the 
court on mental commitments Ander- 
son said the attorney general's decision 
that his office was best suited to take on 
new requirements imposed by the Les- 
sard Case set the wheels in motion. 


"I believe that Judge Zwickey took 


the correct position that the Lessard 
case affects each county directly and 
Waupaca County specifically since we 
do have a county hospital," Anderson 
said Friday. "The Lessard case created 
considerable mental anguish on the 
part of those of us who had to carry out 
its mandates. 


"In effect, it was another example of 


a federal court general directive 
without 
authorizing 
specific 


procedures or paying any attention to 
the fiscal needs of the various agencies 
required to devote manpower and 
money to carry' out the law," the dis- 
trict attorney said. 


"Something like a rose that means 


different things in the eyes of the 
beholder, from the legal standpoint it 
was a bad fact situation resulting in bad 
law," he said. "The three-man federal 
judges panel could have decided this 
specific case on the grounds that exist- 
ing law had not been properly carried 
out. 


"Actually, it was an attempt to meet 


an emergency not provided in Chapter 
51 commitment procedure and a 
flagrant example -of present law being 
mismanaged with the excuse of 
expediency and convenience as it is 


done in too many cases," Anderson 
criticized. "The people behind the peti- 
tion were frustrated that the Wisconsin 
Legislature had not passed reform 
measures which have been paraded 
before the legislature for a half dozen 
years or more. 


"The Lessard Decision in its simplest 


definition provides all the criminal 
procedural safeguards to people being 
accused of being mentally ill and in- 
sane. The application of criminal law to 
these cases is a step backwards. The 
approach of the prosecutor, the defense 


attorney and witnesses gets away from 
the medical needs of the alleged in- 
competent gets one involved in limita- 
tions of criminal evidence, as well as 
prevents the court from getting the full 
details of the alleged incompetent's 
problems," he said. 


"The net result, regardless of theory, 


is that many people who need treat- 
ment and if given it might return to a 
free society, are left drifting on their 
own devices until something really 
traumatic happens to them," Anderson 
said. 


He said there have been some ob- 


vious benefits of the Decision to cases 
in institution in that each and every 
person confined has been brought up 
for review and the institution has been 
required to justify the detention of each 
and every person detained. 


"Institutions and people dealing with 


mentally ill patients are apt to become 
lethargic and the rules become iron 
bound," Anderson said. "What happens 
then is that the rules are applied within 
the letter of the law rather than in the 
spirit of the law. 


"I am proud of our court, the hospital 


superintendent, the lawyers, the clerk 
of courts, everyone involved, since they 
all participated in this task without 
complaining and approached the 
problem in the spirit of what was best 
for the patient." 


The hospital administration, includ- 


ing the consulting psychiatrist and 
physician reviewed each of the 144 
patients. The 13 patients scheduled for 
court each were represented by an 
appointed attorney, the psychiatrists 
and physician made a written report on 
each to the court; those who could be 
transported 
were 
taken 
to 
the 


courthouse for their first hearing and 
those who could not travel were inter- 
viewed by the judge, at the county 
hospital, in the presence of a represen- 
tative from the district attorney's of- 
fice, the patient's attorney and the 
hospital. 


In a second hearing, the medical 


testimony was presented in each and 
every case, in the presence of the pa- 
tient with his or her attorney, the judge, 
the court reporter, a representative 
from the district attorney's office. 


"It was obvious that each one of 


these patients were in need of further 
institutional care but I believe each felt 
they had had their day in court," An- 
derson said. 


"The obvious legal hangup in the 


Lessard case is that to warrant con- 
finement, 
a person must 
be in 


immediate danger to himself or others 
at the time the hearing takes place," 
Anderson said. "To many judges this 
merely means that the patient is unable 
to make intelligent decisions in a day- 
to-day life. To a strict legal construc- 
tionist, it means that if the person were 
charged as a criminal the State would 
have been able to convict him or her of 
an attempt of a serious crime. 


"This construction, of course, has 


precluded certain people from receiv- 
ing treatment for all concerned but the 
patient who needs treatment," he 
concluded. 
"Another 
illogical 


statement in the Lessard case from the 
standpoint of legal philosophy is that 
the person presently confined could 
sign a voluntary consent to be kept 
confined. This ruling begs the question, 
whether such a consent is really made 
with understanding."

that zoning requirements prohibit such 
use. 


Woehler said he considered the site, 


which is bounded on the south fay the 
Chicago and North Western railroad 
tracks, an "ideal location." He noted 
that the rail proximity added a trans- 
portation alternative for those using 
the shredder. 


In their letter, Woehler and DeBruin 


cited'reasons why they liked the site. 
They said most of the tonnage would be 
in the area of the site, namely the Fox 
Cities urban area, so it would be more 


economical by holding down transpor- 
tation costs; the site has transportation 
alternatives; it conforms to the gover- 
nor's task force recycling guidelines, 
and it "renders itself amenable to 
maximum esthetic appeal" since it 
wouldn't be too noticeable and would 
conform to surrounding environs and 
buildings. 


Woehler said a buffer of trees could 


be provided on the Glendale site, and 
the other three borders were buffered 
by the municipal building, railroad 
tracks and the 7.1-acre site. 


He said the county was evaluating 


current costs to determine what a fair 
price would be for the land. He added 
that it seemed logical to use the federal 
revenue sharing funds to buy the land 
since that was being used to construct 
the facility. 


Woehler said he hoped the county 


could proceed so the shredder opera- 
tion would be working by Jan. 1, 1974. 
"I think that anytime we delay now, it's 
a delay in providing appropriate resolve 
to the solid waste disposal problems of 
the county," he said. 


The city had sought the formal 


request from the county so its 
appropriate committees would have a 
written proposal to review. If the city 
decided to sell, a price would have to be 
negotiated. 


The county is planning to contract 


with Allis-Chaimers in Appleton for the 
shredding operation.

The latest weather whim is fog — 


thick, white soupy fog — which has 
shrouded at least this part of Wisconsin 
for two days now and doesn't offer any 
signs of leaving. Weathermen say it's 
one of the penalties we have to pay for 
having such a mild winter. 


No flights have come in or flown out 


of Outagamie County Airport in 
Appleton since 6 p.m. Thursday. At 
Green Bay's Austin Straubel Field the 
grounding began even earlier, at 1 p.m. 
Thursday, while at Wittman Field in 
Oshkosh the last plane to leave the field 
did so at 7 a.m. Friday. 


James Jansen, superintendent of sta- 


tions for Air Wisconsin at Outagamie, 
said this morning that officials had 
scheduled 'an extra flight for this 
morning to alleviate the backup, but 
that, of course, had to be canceled. He 
said the station manager's latest word 
from weather officials was that the fog 
would be around until noon Sunday. 


Weather forecasters at the United 


States Weather Station in Green Bay 
wouldn't be so specific, but did say that 
a cold front in western Wisconsin will 
chase the fog away as it moves this 
direction. They said the front is ex- 
pected in the Fox Cities area early 
Sunday morning. 


However, forecasters warn that it 


will take longer for the fog-lifting front 
to reach Milwaukee and Chicago. At 
the same time, they point out, it also 
will move the fog eastward toward 
Detroit and other eastern cities, so air 
flights in that direction may be affected 
even longer. 


Air Wisconsin officials say that they 


had 12 flights stranded in Chicago and 
three in Minneapolis on Friday, plus 
five others ttiat were grounded here.

MADISON —The leader of the state 


senate Republican majority asserted 
Friday that Gov. Patrick Lucey's 
demand for the closing of three major 
corrections and treatment institutions 
is a "decoy" issue that will save less 
than 1 per cent of the state budget even 
if the Lucey economy estimate is ac- 
cepted. 


Sen. Raymond Johnson of Eau 


Claire, new leader of the senate 
Republican caucus that has the power 
to thwart the governor's controversial 
proposals, made the complaint to state 
capitol reporters who gathered at his 
invitation. 


Johnson said that the proposed 


abandonment of the state reformatory 
at Green Bay, the state Child Treat-, 
ment Center at Sparta, and the hospital 
for the criminal insane at Waupun are 
intended to divert attention from the 
size of his state budget and his "poli- 
tical engineering". 


Even if no allowance is made for the 


maintenance of those institution 
populations elsewhere, he said, Lucey 
can claim savings of only about two- 
thirds of 1 per cent of his aggregate 
budget in the institution closings. 


Johnson complained that the gover- 


nor has incorporated so many or- 
ganization and policy changes in his 


complex budget that for citizens or 
legislators to examine it critically is 
"like putting socks on an octopus." But 
he promised that the Republicans who 
have VCLU power in the legislature's 
upper house will examine it rigorously, 
notwithstanding. 


He charged that the governor has 


hidden in his voluminous budget 
document fiscal proposals that will 
commit the state to higher installment 
payments for an indefinite future 
decade. He referred to expenditure 
proposals that Lucey has said are pos- 
sible as a result of improved state 
treasury conditions, but which Johnson 
noted will be difficult or impossible to

peered out the front window. 


A bewildered Mrs.

Bloomer watched as policemen 
stationed themselves around her 
house and garage and on Main 
Street Some of them carried shot- 
guns. 


It was early. Mrs. 
Vanden 


Bloomer hadn't heard yet that 


police were still seeking some 
members of the motorcycle gang in 
connection with the raping of two 
Appleton girls . hours earlier in a 
Little Chute house. 


Her telephone rang. It was a 


policeman. Mrs. Vanden Bloomer 
was instructed to come out a side 
door. She hobbled out onto the 
porch on her crutches, which she 
uses while recovering from leg sur- 
gery- 


The men were to come out of the 


house, too, she was told. What 
men? she wondered. The only man 
in the house lived in an upstairs 
apartment, 


Police received, a tip that the 


suspects they were hunting had 
been seen entering the home, she 
was told Little Chute Police Chief 
Robert Nechodom later said the tip 
appeared to have been reliable. 


A couple of policemen searched

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Audit blasts 
justice council 
budget request

MADISON — A stiff federal-state 


audit released Friday blasted the ad- 
ministration 
of 
the 
controversy- 


plagued state Council on Criminal Jus- 
tice as the new director of the agency 
asked 
legislative approval of a 


proposed $28.9 million budget on his 
second day on the job. 


Robert Stonek told the legislature's 


Joint Committee on Finance that "far 
less than 1 per cent of our expenditures 
have been questioned" as the state 
auditor released a combined study 
which challenged administrative and 
fiscal controls in the agency. 


Stonek was appointed by Gov. Pa- 


trick J. Lucey to replace Walter Kelly as 
executive director of the agency, target 
of political fire within the state and 
attacks from Congressional comp- 
trollers. 


Kelly was fired by Lucey just a year 


after being named to the job by the 
chief executive. Lucey's staff fisted 
complaints from local officials about 
Kelly's personality and administrative 
techniques in dealing with local agen- 
cies as chief among the reasons for the 
unprecedented dismissal. 


Local officials, top Lucey aides 


explained in detail at the time of the 
firing, had complained to the governor 
that they could no longer work with 
Kelly in his position. 


Lucey asked Kelly to stay in his post 


until the federal-state audit was 
released. The audit grows out of 
congressional 
charges about 
the 


handling of contracts for radio equip- 
ment for Wisconsin law enforcement 
agencies under the state program 
which administers funds of the federal 
Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration. 


The charges, which originated before 


Kelly was named to the post by Lucey, 
indicated that law enforcement radio 
contracts were handled on other than a 
competitive low bid system in a number 
of instances. One radio firm allegedly 
garnered more than 90 per cent of the 
business, handled under the Council on 
Criminal Justice program. 


The federal-state audit, released by 


State Auditor Robert Ringwood, at- 
tacked , continuing, administrative 
policies within the state council and the 
handling of selected grants uncovered 
during a spot check of recent local 
assistance projects conducted by the 


state agency. 


Ringwood reported that: 
—The federal program has rejected a 


council plan for an employe merit sys- 
tem proposed under Kelly's adminis- 
tration and outside of regular state civil 
service. The council has done nothing 
about the federal rejection and con- 
tinues to operate without an approved 
merit plan, Ringwood reported. Lucey 
moved the council, formerly in the state 
Justice Department, into the executive 
office early in his administration and 
exempted its workings from civil ser- 
vice procedures, leading to charges of 
"patronage". 


— The state council has failed to get 


federal approval for the use of $124,000 
in federal funds for the payment of 
regional planners working under that 
system, despite a clear federal policy, 
requiring that approval in writing 
before those funds are used in such a 
manner. 


— The state council allowed more 


than $164,000 in available federal funds 
earmarked for Wisconsin to lapse 
because it was unable to complete 
programs with the money within the 
period of the grant program. 


— Three of 37 spot-checked grants 


administered by the agency "warrant 
corrective action," in Ringwood's 
words. "Our audit did not disclose any 
serious violations or irregularities," he 
reported, but added that more than 
$1,600 in specific expenditures should 
be challenged —including the purchase 
of a $56 bathroom scale and a $205 used 
refrigerator at a drug addiction center 
in Racine. 


Administrative challenges were 


made to agency operations involving 
controls over the amount of time 
employes spend on the job and fiscal 
operations of the agency and local 
agencies awarded the grants. 


Stonek said that the report ques- 


tioned only about "0.15 per cent of the 
expenditures of the agency," and 
received little questioning from finance 
committee members who had earlier 
postponed consideration of the Coun- 
cil's proposed 1973-75 budget until the 
new director was on the job. 


Lucey's proposed budget for the^ 


agency calls for the expenditure of S3.1, 
million in state tax funds during the 
coming two years, along with $25.8 
million in expected federal funds for the 
state.

Australia and the Catholic Church 


The last decade or so in the United States has seen con- 


siderable ferment among the various churches and probably 
none more so than the conflict between what is sometimes 
casually called the pre and post Vatican II opinions and atti- 
tudes. 


The Roman Catholic church's 40th Eucharistic Congress now 


going on in Australia indicates that no obvious mellowing is in 
sight. 


First the secular state dealt the Congress several blows. The 


new reform government in Australia is introducing measures for 
more liberalized abortion. It cut the government controlled price 
of contraceptives in half. It further announced that "The Last 
Tango in Paris" could be shown without cuts to viewers 18 and 
over. 


But within the Congress itself controversy was still apparent. 


One speaker warned that "if Catholics ignore the need to control 
fertility, the vacuum may be filled .by advocates of radical 
measures such as abortion or governmental coercion." One 
priest interviewed said the Vatican stand on contraception was 
"absurd." 


And an American nun arriving at the airport gave the raised 


fist Black Power salute! 


The problem in the Philippines 


When President Ferdinand Marcos declared martial law in the 


Philippines last fall he announced that it was necessary to 
prevent a leftist plot from toppling democracy. Those who 
allegedly had t'.es with the Communists and such radicals as 
university students were rounded up, at least temporarily. 


Now it turns out that the plot was from the right wing instead. 
Two staff members of the United States Senate Foreign 


Relations committee were told in Manila by a so far unidentified 
high Philippine official that Vice President Fernando Lopez and 
Sergio Osmena, Jr., an opponent of President Marcos in the 1969 
presidential election, were involved along with three Americans 
and a number of Filipinos. The assassination plan to get rid of 
Marcos evolved from the opinion of high ranking and wealthy 
families that his regime meant an end to their influence. The plot 
wasn't made public last fall because it was important that the 
confidence of the people in the government and the military be 
maintained and the plot reached into some pretty high echelons. 


It's likely that both left and right wing plots existed and still 


exist in the Philippines. The same can be said of dozens of 
nations in the world with something less than stable govern- 
ments or those labeled as illegitimate in that their right to rule is 
not accepted by the majority of the people. This differs from 
having the backing of the majority. In the Philippines there not 
only probably are some remnants of the once powerful and 
Communist-oriented Huks among those local bandits who go by 
that name today. There is undoubtedly dissension among the 
wealthy families who do not want to see their great land 
holdings distributed among the peasants or their dominance of 
the legislature diluted. 


The question remains as to whether the threat of assassina- 


tion or overthrow warranted the application and the 
maintenance of martial law. 


No draft deferment in Greece 


At the height of youth dissension over American participation 
' 


in the war in Vietnam a few years ago, then Selective Service 
head General Hersey-suggested that demonstrating young men 
in universities have their student exemptions lifted. It probably 
happened in a few cases until civil rights defenders objected. 


There is no hemming or hawing about the policy in Greece. , 
The Greek government simply enacted a decree ending all 


draft deferments for students the government determines are 
troublesome. About a hundred student leaders of dissident 
groups have been sent into the armed forces and the govern- 
ment has firmly resisted all protests. According to Byron 
Stamatopoulos, undersecretary1 to the premier and with Cabinet 
rank, "the question is simple. Whoever wants to study may do 
so. Whoever does not, has to go into the army. It is in the hands 
of the students, not us. It is his right if he wants to use it. Of 
course, we mean study, and not political activities and 
terrorism." 


Probably quite a few Americans of adult years thought that 


was a pretty good solution for. the troubles over here on 
campuses and draft boards. But it doesn't always end so simply. 


"The Government does not consider this a serious problem," 


said Stamatopoulos. But then the media reported the boycotts 
and other demonstrations by students against the decree. 
Accordingly editors and publishers of the already cowed Greek 
press were called together. Prominent treatment of the student 
activities could be interpreted as an incitement to revolt for 
which the newsmen would be held responsible. One publisher 
was summoned before the Special Prosecutor. 


Further explanation of the decree is simply that the students 


who are protesting are "Fascists or Communists", there isn't any 
reason for complaint because "our system eliminates reasons for 
discontent." There is free education, free meals and free books 
for the students. Apparently there just isn't free speech. 


Whatever the disadvantages of the permissive society we 


have witnessed the last few years, that right to think and speak 
freely has not been curbed. A series of trials of blatant, even 
arrogant, use of such freedom — Chicago Seven. Harrisburg 
Eight, Angela Davis — have resulted in acquittal for the 
defendants. 


What would have happened in Vietnam had the United States 


been able to employ repressive tactics on students and the press 
similar to that in Greece? This will be an eternal argument and 
there won't be any conclusion. But we're glad it didn't happen

Public's esteem of officials dwindles 


MADISON — Serious politicians, without 


regard to party affiliation and issues, are 
increasingly worried about the declining regard 
of the public for their profession. 


From Los Angeles the other day Jess Unruh, 


the best known state legislative leader in the 
country when he ruled the lower house of the 
California Legislature as speaker for many 
years, distributed an extraordinarily detailed 
questionnaire on the state of morality in 
American legislatures. A copy was sent to this 
department among others here. • 


Warren aware of trend 


In this state, Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, 


himself a politician of admirably high standards 
of private life and public conduct, recently 
delivered a speech that was unfortunately little 
noticed in the press but was exceptional for its 
candid acknowledgement of declining public 
trust in government and the politicians who 
rule it. 


Unruh is a Democrat and a man of some 


distinction. He was one of the most powerful 
men in California until he campaigned for the 
governorship 
and 
lost. 
In 
Wisconsin, 


Republican Warren has a responsible record as 
lawyer, county prosecutor, state senator, and 
for the last six years, head of the state Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


But both of these men are obviously con- 


cerned about the decline in esteem for poli- 
ticians and trust in government and evidently 
want to do something about it. Unruh's 
thoughtful and probing questions relating to 
the behavior of American state legislators show 
clearly that on the basis of his experience there 
is ample room for improvement. His project is 
financed by a respectable foundation. 


Indeed, after a couple of hours of writing 


replies to his almost painfully long and refined 
list of queries on legislative conduct, lobbying, 
campaign 
financing, 
log-rolling, 
back 


scratching and direct conflicts of interest, a 
Wisconsin reporter feels a kind of relief that he 
is able to answer "no" or "rarely" to many of 
the questions that this able and experienced 
man in a major metropolitan state feels are 
necessary in any serious exploration of stan- 
dards in our state Capitols. 


The Wisconsin attorney general says with 


great and perhaps dangerous candor that 
public trust in government is seriously eroding 
and he will sponsor a more rigorous proposal 
for a code of governmental ethics with the force 
of law than has ever been seriously offered 
here. 


In addition to the obvious avenues of 


stronger lobbying controls, extension of an- 


tisecrecy laws and repairing of the gaping holes 
in the laws governing the use of money in 
elections and in those on disclosure of such 
financing, Warren flatly demands a rigorous 
statutory code of ethics for public officials. It 
would apply to all levels, state and local, ad- 
ministrative, legislative, executive, and wha- 
tever. 
A deterrent could be a requirement for 


financial disclosure by officials, according to 
the attorney general who evidently has reflect- 
ed deeply on the matter. Public response to 
such a plan in principle will be favorable. But 
mechanics will prove troublesome and unless 
reasonable compromises are accepted, the idea 
will be ignored again. 


The problem is to balance the reasonable 


rights of the individual who chooses public 
service and the right of the public to know 
enough about him to detect conflicts of 
interest. Automatic disclosure proposals fail 
because they tend to compromise public men in 
very humble financial circumstances, or when 
they are extraordinarily affluent. 


There could be accord on a middle ground — 


as through a requirement for filing with an 
ethics commission, which would then be per- 
mitted to inspect the file to judge the validity of 
complaints received.

"There's more upper story 
bureaucracy everywhere." 


Turning to all wages and 


salaries earned by all male 
workers in America. Henle's 
study said that earnings had 
become more unequal because 
of changes in the job market. 


Henle said the occupations 


with the highest earnings, such 
as professional, technical and 
managerial posts have shown 
the highest increases both in 
numbers and monev. 


At the bottom of the economic 


ladder, however, the number of 
low paid jobs remained about 
the same, the Henle study 
showed. 


In 1970. the. bottom fifth of 


fulltime male workers earned 
less than S6.213 a year while the 
top fifth earned more than 
S13.679. 


In Federal employment, a 


spokesman for the Civil Service 
Commission said that most of

Males in colleges decreasing 


Men may grumble but another statistic indicates the stability 


of women in relation to men. 


The rate of young men attending college rose rapidly between 


the years 3963 and 1969. Then it began to drop with the result 
that in 3972 the rate of the 3 8- and ] 9-year-olds was the lowest in 
eight years. But for women of the same age, it has remained just 
about the same. 


Of course women haven't been subject to the draft and, in 


retrospect, it appears that selective service was a prime cause of 
male attendance at college for six years. But even though an 
increasing percentage of young men are in the labor force rather 
than the university, a good-sized bunch seems to be generally 
unaccounted for. According to Abbott Ferris, sociologist, they 
"are dropouts, not just from school but from society —a "hang 
loose' generation.. .Some have a negative reaction against the 
achievement orientation of society, some are against what they 
call the 'system', and some just drop out to find themselves. .But. 
. .their dropping out means a decrease in the education of this 
cohort of the labor force." 


Total college enrollment continues to increase hut the 


primary reasons are women and blacks. And the great majority 
of the women who belong in that "neither" category are simply 
those who married young and are home not exactly doing 
nothing but not on labor or university records. 


Actually the situation may be a healthy one even though 


probably a temporary one. With more women and blacks 
receiving higher education, the statistics on better employment 
and executive opportunities may be shifted in later years if only 
a few percentage points.

That may seem like a strange ques-

Earlier columns have 
referred to the debacle at the UNESCO 
Conference last year where an 
American delegate on the resolutions 
committee innocently approved a 
Soviet-sponsored motion on freedom of 
communications. Why not? Don't we 
believe in freedom of communications? 
Of course we do, but the resolution 
actually authorized censorship- 


At the last minute someone blew the 


whistle and the American delegation 
ended up in the small minority oppos- 
ing this ploy (as we did later when a 
similar Soviet resolution whizzed 
through the United Nations General 
Assembly). Now at the preparatory 
talks in Helsinki for the Conference on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe 
<ESC) Moscow has agreed to include- on 
the agenda an item calling for "the 
expansion of cultural cooperation and 
contacts between organizations and 
individuals, and dissemination of infor- 
mation." Splendid! The U.S.S.R. has 
backed down from its rigid approach. 
Dougtless it will stop jamming Radio 
Liberty, open its borders to those who 
wish to leave, and in general relax its 
strict censorship. 


Talse, slanderous propaganda' 


But, comrades, there is a footnote: 


this Soviet "concession" is carefully 
hedged. This "expansion of cultural 
cooperation" and "dissemination of 


information" can in no way be cons- 
trued to ligitimatize "anti-culture," 
which is defined as "false, slanderous 
propaganda." When you realize that 
"false, 
slanderous 
propaganda" 


includes virtually any reference to the 
realities of the Communist police state, 
the 
footnote 
suddenly assumes 


somewhat greater magnitude than the 
original "concession." 


Similarly there is a Conference on 


Mutual and Balanced Force Reductions 
(MBFR) scheduled for Vienna. Here the 
Soviet position is predictable: both 
sides pull troops out of Europe. We 
bring our armed forces back 5,000 
miles, and they pull their divisions back 
500. It has a surface symmetry, but then

The point was made most effectively 


in testimony beiore Senator Henry 
Jackson's subcommittee on National 
Security and International Operations- 
by William R. Van Cleave, who in 
1969-7] was an adviser to the U.S.

(SALT). Van Cleave's remarks, made 
originally last summer but cleared only 
recently, are directed precisely to the 
American failure to realize that nego- 
tiations are a tested Soviet weapons 
system. In his words, "The U.S. did not 
approach (the SALT) talks as a bar- 
gaining process or a competitive one; 
instead we approached SALT as a 
cooperative process —as one in which 
both sides perceived the objectives arid 
urgencies similarly." 


Politics vs. science 


The Soviets, he continued, "'seem 


clearly to have regarded SALT as 
another competitive endeavor, where 
the objective is unilateral advantage 
and where one can gain at the -expense 
of the other. . .Arms negotiation, like 


diplomacy and politics, is to the Soviets 
a means to maximize political or stra- 
tegic advantage and gain where possi- 
ble at the expense of the other side. . 
.The American approach to SALT, ac- 
cordingly, was primarily analytics! ^-.d 
technical, and the Soviet approach 
primarily political. The U.S. viewed 
SALT as if it were a scientific-analytical 
matter. The Soviets regarded it as a 
political process." 


Dr. Van Cleave's testimony is so 


valuable that one hates to abridge it. 
but space limitations are such that I can 
only end by hoping that the President 
of the United States reads it carefully 
and briefs his delegates accordingly. 
The game in Europe is not being plaved 
for matchsticks.

ITEM UNDER MAYOR'S BUSINESS 
COMMON COUNCIL MEETING OF FEBRUARY 


21, 1973 


Concerning the new police station — As vou know, 


at yesterday's meeting of the Board of Public Works, 
an architect wos recommended bv the Architect 
Selection Committee, ond you will be voting on the 
selection of that architect tonight. I believe it would 
be appropriate for me to comment on this matter 
now, particularly In view of the tact that many 
aldermen were not present for the discussion of the 
matter at the Board of Public Works meeting. 


On January 17th. Ihe Common Council acted to 


create the Architect Selection Committee, consisting 
ol the Mavor, the Chairman ond Vice-Chairman of 
the Public Safety Committee, the Police Chief, and 
the Director of Public Works. The Committee met on 
January 27th. for 4 hours, on February 1st, for 9 
hours, on February 6th, for 3 hours, on February 9th, 
for 4 hours, on February 16th, for 17 hours — for o 
total of 37 hours. The first of these meetings was held 
with the police station construction planning consul- 
tant being provided bv the Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration; the remaining meetings dealt 
soecificolly with the screening ot architects, with the 
last meeting involving interviews with six architec- 
tural firms. 


The Architect Selection Committee had as its 


obiective the selecting of the best possible architect. 
It became apparent very early that this would be o 
very difficult task, and a task involving very sub- 
jective judgments. As to the difficulty — it would 
hqve been easier if we were seeking only to hire a 
aualified firm, or a fine firm, for there were a great 
many of these to choose from. As to the subjective 
judgment factor —obviously trying to judge the 
quality of o firm's design ability, approach to a 
problem, and auaiity of architecture involves many 
subjective judgments. 


The Committee gave thorough and careful con- 


sideration to the Question of the utilization of local 
architects. 


The Committee finally narrowed down the list of 


over 30 interested firms to the following 6, who were 
invited to interview: 


Harry Weese & Associates; Brust & Brust Inc.; 


Hockner, Schroeder, Roslandskv & Associates Inc.; 
John J. Flad and Associates; the Cerny Associates, 
Inc.; and C. F. Murphy Associates. 


The interviewing procedure involved 1 hour and 15 


minute interviews with the first 30 minutes devoted 
to architect oresentations and the remaining 45 
minutes to auestions. 


The Committee was careful to not only interview 


firms but to request the presence during the inter- 
view of those principles from each firm who would 
be working on the project, including the design 
architect and the project architect. This was an 
important consideration to assure the Committee 
they were not receiving a "sales pitch" but rather 
getting a feeling for those who would work on the 
proiect ond their relationship toward the client. 
Each of the firms interviewed wos judged based on 
the materials submitted and response to the Com- 
mittee's auestions. The specific areas to which the 
Committee addressed its auestions ond on which 
each firm was assessed included: 


a) Programming Capability — Assessment of the 


process used bv the firm in developing a program 
and analyzing the proiect, including integration of 
the client's needs. 


b) Sensitivity to Problem — Each firm was Ques- 


tioned as to how they perceived the problem of 
designing ond functioning of a police station as being 
different from other types of buildings, giving 
special consideration to what response each gave 
toward integration of community aspects into the 
proiect. 


c) Resoonsiveness — Firm's general presentation 


ond its attitude toward the project, including in- 
dividual's response to auestions. 


d) Interest and Enthusiasm — This element 


received special emphasis bv Committee members. 
The interest, enthusiasm and reasons the firm was 
interested were felt to be especially important to 
establishing a good working relationship and deriv- 
ing the best oroiect. 


e) Degree of Expertise and Experience — In- 


dividuals were Questioned as to their background, 
their design ability and their experience on other 
projects. This element was especially imoortant in 
regard to the design architect and proiect architect. 


f) Capability — The Design ability of the design 


architect based on previous completed projects was 
assessed in relation 10 the Proposed Aopleton Police 
Station. 


g) Architect's Presentation —Each firm's presen- 


tation was reviewed os to appropriateness *o the 
proiect.

hj. Credentials —Each firm ond individual was 


judged as to credentials and general background and 
experience. This included ludging of oil written 
materials presented to the Committee. 


Based uoon the foregoing, the Architect Selection 


Committee made the following unanimous recom- 
mendation to the Boord of Public Works: 


C. F. Murphy Associates of 225 South Michigan 


Avenue, Ch'icago, Illinois, be retained as the archi- 
tect and engineer for the Appleton Police Station 
Project; thot the Architect Selection Committee be 
authorized to negotiate all terms ar.d conditions of a 
mutually acceptable contract covering the full ser- 
vices reauired for the successful completion of the 
oroiect, and that said contract be presented to the 
Common Council for its aooroval. 


Due to o concern expressed by two aldermen at the 


Board of Public Works, the word "retained" in the 
recommendation was changed to "selected". 


Two auestions have arisen ot or since the meeting 


of the Board of Public Works which I believe should 
be addressed at this time. 


The first has to do with the tact thot the last four of 


the five meetings referred to earlier were held 
behind closed doors. 


The 
Architect 
Selection 
Committee 
was 


unanimous in its judgment that the Committee's 
meetings to screen architects should have been held 
in executive session ana that such sessions are 
consistent with the provision ol State Statutes which 
allows tor such sessions for conducting "oublic 
business which for competitive or bargaining 
reasons reauires closed sessions." It is also our 
understanding thot the executive session piocedure 
is the common practice throughout the state in the 
selection of architects for public facilities. 


The actual selection of the architect is being held 


m ooen Board of Public Works and Common Council 
meetings. 


There does seem to be some Question os to whether 


notice for such meetings is reauired. State Statutes 
are silent on this subject. I hove asked our City 
Attorney to look into this matter to clarify the 
Question of meeting notice requirements. 


I nave heard that legislation has been proposed in 


this session ot the legislature to reauire notice for 
executive session meetings. 


The second auestion has to do with the fact thot 


new orocedures constituting a departure from those 
used in the oast ore being utilized with this project. It 
is certainly true to sav that we are utilizing new 
procedures, which the Committee believes represent 
a significant improvement over former methods. We 
have already done many things differently with this 
oroiect. including the utilization of o soecia! Site 
Criteria Advisory Committee ond the utilization of 
the services of o oolice station construction consul- 
tant. We hove been given strong reason to believe 
fhot new oolice stations throughout Jhe country do 
not meet high standards of auolitv. and we ore 
striving to overcome that problem with our Aooleton 
fociliSv. 


One ot our objectives is to oive both the Com- 


munity at large and the Common Council a greater 
voice in the oolice station oroiect. We have already 
token significant steps in this effort and we will 
continue to do so. 


As for as the Council poes, there are basically two 


expenditures which must be oooroved —one tor ihe

Nelson in the first of five one-man 
hearings to be held around the state by 
the Wisconsin Democrat. 


As chairman of the Senate subcom- 


mittee on employment, manpower and 
poverty, Nelson plans during the next 
two weeks to continue the hearings on 
Nixon poverty budget proposals in 
Superior, Milwaukee, Eau Claire and 
Madison. 


He heard 45 persons testify Friday in 


Green Bay City Hall, while an overflow- 
audience listened in the city council 
chambers. The chamber holds 200 per- 
sons, and many listened awhile and left, 
with others taking their places. Others 
left without hearing the proceedings, 
delayed 3 hours as Nelson drove from 
Madison in dense fog. 


One of the largest delegations was a 


busload of Winnebago and Fond du Lac 
County citizens involved in the CAP 
programs there. Besides personal tes- 
timony by several spokesmen, they 
delivered a prepared outline of the 
program of their organization, AD- 
VOCAP, Inc., which said the programs 
would continue but would be severely 
curtailed under the Nixon budget 
proposals.

Patrick Lucey's 
demand for the closing of three major 
corrections and treatment institutions 
is a "decoy" issue that will save less 
than I per cent of the state budget even 
if the Lucey economy estimate is ac- 
cepted 


Sen. Raymond Johnson of Eau 


Claire, new leader of the senate 
Republican caucus that has the power 
to thwart the governor's controversial 
proposals, made the complaint to stale 
capitol reporters who gathered at his 
invitation, 


Johnson said that the proposed 


abandonment of the state reformatory 


at Green Bay, the state Child Treat- 
ment Center at Sparta, and the hospital 
for the criminal insane at Waupun are 
intended to divert attention from the 
size of his state budget and his "poli- 
tical engineering". 


Even if no allowance is made for the 


maintenance of those institution 
populations elsewhere, he said, Lucey 
can claim savings of only about two- 
thirds of 1 per cent of his aggregate 
budget in the institution closings. 


Johnson complained that the gover- 


nor has Incorporated so many or- 
ganization and policy changes in his 
complex budget that for citizens or 
legislators to examine it critically is 
like putting socks on an octopus." But 
he promised that the Republicans who 


have veto power in the legislature's 
upper house will examine it rigorously, 
notwithstanding. 


He charged that the governor has 


hidden in his voluminous budget 
document fiscal proposals that will 
commit the state to higher installment 
payments for an indefinite future 
decade. He referred to expenditure 
proposals that Lucey has said are pos- 
sible as a result of improved state 
treasury conditions, but which Johnson 
noted will be difficult or impossible to 
eliminate after they are written into 
3aw. 


Johnson, who several years ago 


headed a legislative committee chosen 
to formulate an improved public wel- 
fare program, complained that the 


governor has proposed complete slate 
control of public assistance programs 
now operated by the counties, without 
any explicit plan for welfare reforms. 


He demanded Jess secrecy in welfare 


administration, an aggressive program 
of locating •defaulting fathers to recover 
welfare expenditures made on behalf of 
their families, and a "watch dog" 
council on welfare expenditures which 
he noted is not the highest single 
category of state spending at more than 
half a billion dollars in the current

He said the senate Republican

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Audit blasts 
justice council 
budget request

MADISON — A stiff federal-state 


audit released Friday blasted the ad- 
•ministration 
of 
the 
controversy- 


plagued state Council on Criminal Jus- 
tice as the new director of the agency 
asked legislative approval of a 
proposed $28.9 million budget on his 
second day on the job. 


Robert Stonek told the legislature's 


Joint Committee on Finance that "far 
less than 1 per cent of our expenditures 
have been questioned" as the state 
auditor released a combined study 
which challenged administrative and 
fiscal controls in the agency. 


Stonek was appointed by Gov. Pa- 


trick J. Lucey to replace Walter Kelly as 
executive director of the agency, target 
of political fire within the state and 
attacks from Congressional comp- 
trollers. 


Kelly was fired by Lucey just a year 


after being named to the job by the 
chief executive. Lucey's staff listed 
complaints from local officials about 
Kelly's personality and administrative 
techniques in dealing with local agen- 
cies as chief among the reasons for the 
unprecedented dismissal. 


Local officials, top Lucey aides 


explained in detail at the time of the 
firing, had complained to the governor 
that'they could no longer work with 
Kelly in his position. 


Lucey asked Kelly to stay in his post 


until the federal-state audit was 
released. The audit grows out of 
congressional charges about the 
handling of contracts for radio equip- 
ment for Wisconsin law enforcement 
agencies under the state program 
which administers funds of the federal 
Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration. 


The charges, which originated before 


' Kelly was named to the post by Lucey, 
indicated that.law enforcement radio 
contracts were handled on other than a 
competitive low bid system in a number 
of instances. One radio firm allegedly 
garnered more than 90 per cent of the 
business, handled under the Council on 
Criminal Justice program. 


The federal-state audit, released by 


State Auditor Robert Ringwood, at- 
tacked continuing administrative 
policies within the state council and the 
handling of selected grants uncovered 
during a spot check of recent local 
assistance projects conducted by the 


state agency. 


Ringwood reported that: 
—The federal program has rejected a 


council plan for an employe merit sys- 
tem proposed under Kelly's adminis- 
tration and outside of regular state civil 
service. The council has done nothing 
about the federal rejection and con- 
tinues to operate without an approved 
merit plan, Ringwood reported. Lucey 
moved the council, formerly in the state 
Justice Department, into the executive 
office early in his administration and 
exempted its workings from civil ser- 
vice procedures, leading to charges of 
"patronage". 


— The state council has failed to get 


federal approval for the use of $124,000 
in federal funds for the payment of 
regional planners working under that 
system, despite a clear federal policy 
requiring that approval in writing 
before those funds are used in such a 
manner. 
; 


— The state council allowed more 


than $164,000 in available federal funds 
earmarked for Wisconsin to lapsfe 
because it was unable to complete 
programs with the money within -the 
period of the grant program. 
„ , 


— Three of 37 spot-checked grants 


administered by the agency "warrant 
corrective action," in Ringwood's 
words. "Our audit did not disclose any 
serious violations or irregularities," he 
reported, but added that more than 
$1,600 in specific expenditures should 
be challenged —including the purchase 
of a $56 bathroom scale and a $205 used 
refrigerator at a drug addiction center 
in Racine. 


Administrative challenges were 


made to agency operations involving 
controls over the amount of time 
employes spend on the job and fiscal 
operations of the' agency and local 
agencies awarded the grants. 


Stonek said that the report ques- 


tioned only about "0.15 per cent of the 
expenditures of the agency," and 
received little questioning from finance 
committee members who had earlier, 
postponed consideration of the Coun- 
cil's proposed 1973-75 budget until the 
new director was on the job. 


Lucey's proposed budget for the 


agency calls for the expenditure of S3.1 
million in state tax funds during the 
coming two years, along with $25.8 
million in expected federal funds for the 
state.
